County Survey Looks to Net 
work to Cost Over 
$224,000,000

Plans covering a vast network 
of parks for Los Angeles county, 
to cost $224,000,000, to be ex¬ 
pended over a period of fifty 
years, and chiefly located in the 
metropolitan area of some 1,000 
square miles between the Sierra 
Madres and the ocean, are being 
considered by a citizen’s com¬ 
mittee sponsored by tne L.os An¬ 
geles Chamber of Commerce. The 
details, prepared after a survey! 
covering two years, have just; 
been submitted to the committee, j 
of which John Treauor is chair- ■ 
man and Hugh R. Pomeroy, sec¬ 
retary. 

It is proposed to .spend a con¬ 
siderable part of the money for 
highway and flood control im-' 
provements, the entire sum to be 
spread over half a century so 
that a maximum of 15 cents on 
$100 assessed valuation in any' 
year will meet the cost. 

The plan contemplates a total 
length of 440 miles of parkv/ays,, 
comprising 70,000 acres, including- 
10,000 acres of park lands alreatly, 
publicly owned, along with 202 ’ 
miles of outlying reservations ofjing 


These limitations are provided 
in the World War Veterans Act.

Mi'hile 
(he annual rainfall is greater than most 
places in this rcgioti, severe storms are very 
infrciiucnt and damaging winds almost 
never <K*cur.
